ho said he wanted to take exception 
to the "boasting'" of Hie republi- 
can administration on the 
subject 


of tax and public- debt reduction. He 


1 presented figures to show that^the 
democratic administration had re- 
duced taxes more than two billion 
of dollars after the war and that It 
had cut the public debt at 9 rate 
o£ $140.000.000 a month against the 
$67.500.000 under the 
present ad- 


ministration. 
Fourth Speech of Day. 
Mr. Davis* address was th* fourth 
delivered here 
since 
his arrival 


early In the day from Missouri. He 
spoke first at an organization meet- 
ing of democratic leaders; then at 
a gathering of democratic Women 
and finally, at a 
dinner by the 
junior chamber of commerce. 
He 


left 
Into last night for 
Chicago, 
where he will spe'ak tonight. 


After outlining his conception of 


the differences in the taxation doc- 
triiifs of the democratic and repub- 
lican parlies. Mr. Davis launched 
Into a scathing denunciation of the 
Kordney-MoOumber tariff law. Ho. 
declared that because o f ' shifting 
economic conditions then existing 
"It was not. a time for the prepara- 
tion of a tariff measure based upon 
a principle except that of preed." 
Legislative Monstrosity. 


"Mr. 
Coolidge and 
his 
party 
pledge themselves to maintain the 
existing law," he went on. 
"As against this legislative mon- 
strosity and in substitution for it. 
the democratic party 
proposes to 
reform the tariff by revising down- 
ward the existing duties to a truly 
competitive, basis luid by ellminat- 
all favoritism and the evils that 


flow from it. 
We do not propose 


any ruthless nnd vindictive slashing 
of rates to gratify political ani- 
mosities or class antagonism. 
"We are fully aware that the cut- 
ting of duties is an operation re- 
quiring care of jeopardizing 
the 


stability aud sense of security that 
are essential to the transaction of 
business. 


• Friendly to Business. 


"We have 
no 
resentment, but 


only friendliness,' toward legitimate 
business fairly conduct**!; but 
we. 


do intend to withdraw the invita- 
tion extended In the form of exorbi- 
tant rates of duty to profit through 
monopolistic control of production, 
markets and prices. We propose to 
permit competition effective enough 
to stimulate enterprise, to prevent 
monopoly and to discourage ubao- 
Icte or impractical 
processes and 


equipment, or bad management, in- 
dolence, waste and neglect." 


Compares Tax Plans. 


Turning- to internal tax reduction, 
Mr. Davis compared the tax bill 
enacted by congress through a coali- 
tion of democrats and Insurgents 
nnd the Mellon jilan for which It 
was substituted and announced that 
the 'id^mocrats challenge compari- 
son ot these two measures." 
"It is unlikely that the challenge 
wih 
be accepted." he added, "in 


view of the fact that the republican 
t tonal convention at Cleveland 


campaign'promises, those In charge 
of the republican party, proceeded 
at once to devise a tariff law for 
exceeding in its extortion any that

books. Lobbies representing greedy
